There is very general belief 
that American common education 
is lacking In one im portant as­ 
pect, namely the culcation of a 
sound moral elem ent.

W hen the truthfulness of a m an’s 
word becomes vitiated, he is an

The five-room house nex t door to 
the sheriff’s office at 615 North Syca­ 
more, which is owned by the county, 
will be converted into Orange coun­ 
ty’s new detention home for malici­ 
ous boys. 
This was the decision reached at 
a special meeting of the board of 
supervisors, and the unofficial com­ 
m ittee appointed to look into the 
m atter and make recommendations. 
The special committee is composed 
of Judge R. Y. Williams, Probation 
Officer Paul W right, District Attor­ 
ney ,L. A. West and Professor W. C. 
Roberts. 
A high board fence will be put 
around the house, and a special room 
with wired or barred windows in­ 
stalled for incorrigible youths. Pro­ 
bation Officer W right, who will have 
the supervision of the new institu­ 
tion, plans to have ample cord wood 
in the back yard in order to keep 
the boys busy. A strict system of 
discipline will be maintained. 
The new institution is being plan­ 
ned because of the evident injustice 
of keeping together two groups of 
youngsters—those who are wards of 
the county because of deaths in their 
families, or 
desertion of 
them by 
their parents, and who are in no way 
to blame for being thPrfc. and those 
who are wards of the county because 
they are incorrigible, or because they 
are chronic truants, or refuse to keep 
their juvenile probation, or are just 
plain “ornery.** 
Stringent Measures Unwise 
It is impossible to send many of 
this latter class to W hittier, and in 
many cases it would be unwise, ft? 
take such stringent measures. 
The plan to take over the Grand 
avenue building now used for the 
juveniles 
who are 
wards 
of the 
county because of neglect or pov­ 
erty, for use as a home for the in­ 
corrigible juveniles and to build a 
new home for the aforementioned, as 
suggested at a meeting of the board 
of 
supervisors

steelhead; at Lower Otay, 135,000 
steelhead and at Pine Creek 24,000 
rainb ow trou t were placed in the 
water. 
The tiny trou t, all ab ou t an inch in 
length, were b rou ght in a special car 
of the State Fish and Game commis­ 
sion from the hatcheries at Mou nt 
Whitney. The car has special aerat­ 
ing featu res to keep the trou t alive, 
and the fish were contained in large 
tin milk cans.
